Direct 
sontact with the girls has become more difficult since the anti- 
prosSvituscion law went into effect, the old places have a new look. 
aberets and bers line the street "and instead of the girls, young men 
jena Outside to get business. Although the girls are free from 
ligation and debt to 'Brothel Ogners” by law, it is difficult for s 
1em to gev to the police because of violence and underground elemenes, 
and also they fear that some action might be taken against their fami- 
Pes, In eyery werd in Tokyo case workers are ready to help the girls,
